husky soldiers from North 'Dakota 
picked up the Array Young- 
Men's 


Christian Association building 
here 


and moved it 600 feet to a more con- 
venient site. The building was 25X72 
feetin dimensions and was erected for 
the use of the Texas troops, which 
have been sent elsewhere. When the 
North Dakota regiment arrived in the j 
camp, the Young Men's 
Christian 


Association secretary expressed a de- 
ire to have the building moved to a 
point where it would be more of an 
accommodation to the men 
and he 


was promptly told that the men them-

Washington, Dec. 5.—(By United Press)— Declaring the 


country "cannot and should not consent to remain any longer 
staggering under industrial disturbances," .President Wilson 
appeared before the joint session of congress today and appeal- 
ed for immediate action toward settlement and regulation of 
disputes between railroads and their 
trainmen. Statement of 


such settlement was the bulk of his message—which was the 
shortest one he has delivered. 


In a late addition to his message the President urged the 


passage by the House of vocational and industrial educational 
measures past by the Senate during the last session. 


The dramatic thrills so evident in, the three previous mes- 


sage before the 64th Congress were 
lacking today. 
Crowds 


swarmed the capitol, however, and the galleries were jammed 
long before the scheduled time for Congress to convene. Men 
and women tried to push their way past the guards. Admis- 
sion was by card only. 


The message constitutes a clean-up program. 
Although 


both the house and Senjate is seething with the high cost of 
living problem and interest in it overcomes all other proposed 
actions, the President 
made no reference to it today.

Washington, Dec. 5.—(By United Press)— Declaring the 


country "cannot and should not consent to remain any longer 
staggering under industrial disturbances," .President Wilson 
appeared before the joint session of congress today and appeal- 
ed for immediate action toward settlement and regulation of 
disputes between railroads and their 
trainmen. Statement of 


such settlement was the bulk of his message—which was the 
shortest one he has delivered. 


In a late addition to his message the President urged the 


passage by the House of vocational and industrial educational 
measures past by the Senate during the last session. 


The dramatic thrills so evident in, the three previous mes- 


sage before the 64th Congress were 
lacking today. 
Crowds 


swarmed the capitol, however, and the galleries were jammed 
long before the scheduled time for Congress to convene. Men 
and women tried to push their way past the guards.

The message constitutes a clean-up program.
